A good many occupants of the money scats 
are still taking aspirin when they think of 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau'a cheery proposal to double Income taxes 
and extract 10 per cent from each pay en- 
velope as a "withholding" levy.-'gBielr jihat- 
tered nerves are somewhat calm43? and from 
all sides newsmen hear that the admlnlstra- 
• tlon's proposal wlU be torpedoed unmcrcl- 
fuHy. There will be new Imposts, yea, but per- 
haps nothing severe us MorBcnthiiu's 
schedules. 

For the first time since the colonies bnndr^ 
together, there Is a reasonable chance that a 
general .sales lax will be written Into law. 
Several score wise men, who breathed fire 
when the same action was suggested a year 
ago, now admit they arc considering its ad- 
vlanblllty. Many arc Impressed by arguments 
that It provides^ quick, steady supply of rev- 
enue; Is comparatively painless since ordi- 
narily payments come In driblets; and Is fair 
because rich men purchasing more goods will 
fatten thff national exchequer to a relatively 
greater extent than their poorer comrades. 

Foxy Rep. George L; Houghton of North 
Carolina, who chairmans the potent •hou.'io 
ways and means committee. Is not definitely 
committed to a "soclt-the-consumer" method 
of financing the Victory program, A year ago 
he was vehemently opposed but now Is quiet- 
ly canvassing Influential members of the 
lower clfamber, many of whom'sald that they 
were far from enamored of the Idea but could 
see no other way out. Election-hungry solons 
win examine Morgenthau's proposals with 
callous eyes before voting themselves Into 
oblivion, for many of them fear approval 
would mean exactly that. 

The paramount ambition of. virtually all 
men who alt In the red leather chairs under 
the Capitol dome Is to be returned to office. 
To achieve It. they must remain pals wUh 
their constituents wjio arc notorlou.ily op- 
posed to heavy Imposts on their Incomes. The 
great majority of citizens are perfactly will- 
ing to buy all the defense bonds and stamps 
^within their power, but will bo unable to eke 
*out more than a boro living, much lew con- 
CT^lnu^helr purcHases, II Morganthau's 
scheme Is okayed. 

Passage of the money-raisers' plim_ would 
make us the most heavily taxed I'lfcaple In re- 
corded history. The popular mytft that the 
British fork over a much larger proportion of 
their earnings than wo Iscrroneous even un- 
der current conditions mftrtuso the Islanders 
do not pay heavy state or local'levlcs In ad- 
dition. 



END OF AN IDEA 
■ Overlooked In the crush of war news from 
abroad Is the decline and fall- of Arthurdalc 
at a net cost to the taxpayers of $2,471,000, 
That is no longer a substantial sum of money 
In government language, but It Is enough 
to buy 10 flying fortresses. And the reason 
It went down the drain pipe was because Mrs. 
._Franklln D. Roosevelt once had an Idea. 

Back/ In the salad days of the New Deal, 
the President's Lady made a vL-ilt t3,JVcst 
Virginia.

Every 
school haa emergency drills and 
all teachers know how to conduct 
Uiem. Tlierc need be no trouble 
about these, wnrtbno doja If all 
drllLi are cQjyidercd as U 
emergency drill without 
of danger. 

To UiQie teachem w1io are Just 
beginning a word ot cauUon may 
bo .necdeil. Be quiet. When the 
bells ring, whtn there "tomca to 
you ft sllert Klgiinl for prompt dls- 
mlviol In emergency order, take 
It aa colmly as you would Uio or- 
dlnarj' dl.smlsaol bells. It you ,do 
Uicrc wlli bo no trouble. 

Don't MtnUon Feai

Which 
was Inaugurated six weeks ago 'and 
which covered every oUloraobUo 
dealer In the country. It Ln estimated 
Umt If all the machinery existing 
among dealers In this state could tw 
pooled, an amw factory of approxi- 
mately 14100,000 square feel could 
be hamewed to tho war effort, em- 
ploying nearly 1,400 skilled mechan- 
ics, and be equipped with no lathes, 
no grlnrtlng machines. 20 shapers. 
HO electric drIII.i, 500 welding units, 
430 buffinc machlncn. 470 spray 
painting unlLi. 30 milling machines, 
more than l.-OO vises, 04O portable 
drills, and n large amount ot miscel- 
laneous eciulpmcnt, Fraier sold. 

The national report has been sub-

Chiu'chill Offer of Dommion 
Status for India Nc?t Enough

British Premier Churchill's re- 
newed otter of dominion status tor 
India after Uie war may prove to be 
a less persuasive sesturo than will 
be demanded of lilm In this life or 
death crisis when the great Indian 
empire Is In deadly peril of Invasion 
by the success. crazed Japanese. 

Tlio proposol ot self-government 
(after tho war) was made to 
hallonnllsts nearly two years a 
and failed to click. The foUowei 
Mahatma Oandhl have demanded 
their Independence on llie barrel 
head, and not at aOmo Indefinite 
future date. 

Ot course, Mr. Churchill's offer 
is accompanied by proposals which 
have not yet been made public. Still, 
tho question likely will ba ralied.s* 
to whether he couldn't malte the 
road easier, at a time when c 
hour wasted It ft prop pulled from 
under the security of Uie already 
manhandled Brltlsli empire. If he 
sold: 

"We will grant dominion status 
forthwith, and all necessary' formal. 
lUes carried ouL However, In view 
ot tho difficulty ot setting up n 
goucnmcnt, wo ask you to agree 
Unt this be deferred to the end of 
Oie war. Meantime, India shall havi 
/all possible reprcsentaUon in thi 
present sovernment, with tlie under- 
standing that Britain remain In con- 
trol ot military operaUons," 

It must be emptiasleed tlia 
Churchill Is dealing wlUi one ot the 
Sreatcst problems England ever fac. 
ed. Even today It Is made more diffi- 
cult by reiteration by the AU-lndla 
Moslem league that the only solu- 
Uon It will accept must provide for 
separate autonomous Moslem and 
Hindu stotcs. 

While tills unhappy poUUcal ar- 
gument Is proceeding, the conquer- 
ing Japs In Burma am looking spec- 
ulaUvety across the bay of Bengal 
towards the not distant metropolis 
of Colcutto, capital of the great 
province of Bengal. The UtUe men 
of Nippon know that Bengal Is Uie 
hide-out of most of the sedlUon- 
mongcrs ot India, and the niunbcr 
of these trouble-makers Is consid- 
erable. What more favorable spot 
could tho Japs desire for a landing?
